School Department 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
thee Citizens of Warren: 


At the outset of this report, I wish to acknowledge 
the very fine spirit of helpful service of my pre- 
decessor and personal friend, Frank Rowe. I would 
like also to take opportunity to indicate my appre- 
ciation of the excellent school system and the high 
morale of the teaching staff which reflects to a very 
large extent his own personality over a long period 
of service. 


There is no doubt also that this spirit has been 
greatly encouraged by the co-operative attitude of 
the citizens in electing to their School Board mem- 
bers who are progressive and harmonious minded. 


I know that all of us are thinking very deeply 
these days about this matter of education. What 
does it need to do for our boys and girls in order to 
make of them happy and effective citizens in the 
society in which they will live their lives? What 
does their education lack that it should have now?

Before that question can fully be answered we 
must know what kind of a world we want Tomor- 
row, even in our own Community; for it is even 
more important to know what they can put into the 
world than it is to know what they can get out of 
it. It is as true as any axiom in geometry that the 
education of Today will determine the world of To- 
morrow, and thereby the happiness of those who 
inhabit it. 

Therefore, teaching attitudes of the most unself- 
ish devotion to the common cause of cooperative 
effort in the Community, State and Nation, or even 
World, in which they live is very first of these ob- . 
jectives. 


The second and equally important is the develop- 
ment of their thinking power to the highest possible 
degree. 


And the third which makes the attainment of the 
other two possible is the development of a high de- 
gree of physical health and endurance while they 
are still in school. 


The first of these can be accomplished through 
increasing improvement in the appreciation of the 
so called cultural subjects, such as literature, art, 
music and through study of the working principles 
of Christianity. 


The second, can be obtained through a much 
more effective training in the functional relations 
and use of mathemetics and science, in the entire 
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curriculum, from the very simplest beginning in the 
first grade to the advanced training in the applica- 
tion of thinking power to problems in mathematics, 
natural science and current social problems with 
which voting citizens are already faced. 


- With your approval these objectives will be 
striven for in the outline of the work for this and 
the eee year. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the teaching 
staff, elementary and High, for their professional 
understanding and cooperation toward the above 


ends.

Report of Principal of the High School 


To the Superintendent, Members of the School 
Committee and Citizens of Warren: 


As principal of Warren High School, I am pleased 
to submit the following report: 


Our enrollment of 62 is slightly larger than that 
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of last year. The entering class is the largest in 
recent years. The fall term opened with an enroll- 
ment of 66, but four pupils have left school. One 
of the four is now serving with the armed forces. 


The present crisis has caused several changes in 
our school program. We have necessarily lessened 
the amount of time devoted to the “Hobby Groups”. 
In place of these activities, the High School Victory 
Corps has been put into operation. The Corps 
stresses intensification of study, physical education, 
and pupil participation in the agencies of home de- 
fense. This organization will cease to function at 
the close of the war. 


The Student Council and the Press Club are very 
active. Miss Hayden is the advisor for both groups. 
The “Tattler’’, the school newspaper, is published 
bi-weekly. 


Baseball was cancelled during the fall term be- 
cause of transportation difficulties. However, the 
boys were divided into four teams, and an intra- 
school touch football league was set up. The girls’ 
physical education program was under the direction 
of Miss Hayden and Miss Woodward. 


The annual One Act Plays were held on December 
eleventh. Because of the excellent support of our 
citizens, all former records for attendance at school 
functions were broken. This cooperation is very 
much appreciated. A Minstrel Show is planned for 
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February nineteenth. The Public Speaking Con- 
test and the Senior Play will be held during the 
spring term. 


On Tuesday of each week, War Bonds and 
Stamps are sold within the school. A record is 
kept of the sales, and competition between classes 
is keen. At present, the Freshmen are leading in 
the amount purchased. 


Miss Hayden and Miss Woodward have done ex- 
cellent work, and have assisted greatly in making 
the school year successful. 


Twice during the year, rationing programs have 
been held. I want to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion to the teachers, students, and citizens who have 
helped so willingly with this work. Their fine as- 
sistance made the task much easier. 


I want to thank Mr. Rowe, Mr. Gray, the school 
committee, and the citizens of Warren for their 
many kindnesses and their support. My year in 
Warren has been very enjoyable.

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School Budget Report 


Following is the School Budget for Elementary 
and High School, as computed by the Superintend- 
ing School Committee for the coming year 1943- 
1944. It includes the estimated costs of Teachers, 
Janitors, Conveyance, Fuel and the incidental item 
of insurance. 

The same appropriation figures as of last year 
were re-distributed so as to cover the almost certain 
increase in the cost of fuel, conveyance and, prob- 
ably, personnel. 

By comparing the costs in the Financial Report 
of the schools for this year with the estimated costs 
of the School Budget for next year you will observe 
where these are expected to occur. 


Subtraction of the total of the estimated receipts 
from the estimated expenditures, as distributed in 
the budget below, gives the appropriation necessary 
to maintain the standard of education at its present 
level. Your committee did not feel that it would 
be safe or advisable to recommend the use of this 
year’s unexpended balance of the State School fund, 
of $991.16, with which to cut the appropriation, for 
two reasons: first, it is impossible to foresee what 
emergencies next year may bring forth in the 
schools, and, second the use of such a reserve to re- 
duce present appropriations below the basic need 
might result in an overdraft a year or two later. 

There may be, however, an income from two 
other sources, first, equalization money of $172.00, 
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provided a 36-week school year is maintained; and 
$90.00 per elementary and high school teacher, if 
pending legislation passes. This amount would be 
based on the provision that teachers’ salaries be 
maintained at a minimum of $720 for each element- 
ary teacher, or a total of $940 for the whole teach- 
ing unit, which includes fuel, books, supplies, Jani- 
tors, etc., and $1405 for each such secondary unit. 

Owing to the need for certain auxiliary teaching 
materials and equipment, as additional seat work 
and work books, a projectior for geographical, his- 
torical and science work, and for High School labor- 
atory materials and equipment, the same appropria- 
tion as last year is recommended, in order that part 
of the unexpended balance may be so used.

Public Health Nurse Report- 1943 


Your public health nurse, through the Division of 
Nursing of the Bureau of Health, has given the 
following service to your community during the 
past year: 


Supervisory visits to expectant mothers for the 
purpose of stressing the importance of getting under 
medical supervision as early in pregnancy as pos- 
sible. Advice was given in relation to diet, regu- 
larity of good health habits and in making the nec- 
essary preparation for either home or hospital de- 
livery. 


Mothers of infants were visited and suggestions 
made in regard to infant care and feeding problems. 
The value of immunization against communicable 
diseases was discussed with the parents with the 
result that several children have been immunized 
against smallpox and diphtheria. ; 


Schools have been visited and conferences held 
with classroom teachers in relation to health prob- 
lems. Follow-up visits have been made in the 
homes of the children who have been referred by 
the teachers. 


Through the Warren Health Committee, a very 
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successful Child Health Conference was held, and 
arrangemients have been made to hold regular 
- Child Health Conferences through the coming year. 
Several children have had immunization treatments 
against whooping cough Bi diphtheria at this con- 
ference. 


Special services in relation to communicable dis- 
eases such as tuberculosis and veneral disease have 
been given. Patients have been visited and direct- 
ed to clinics or physicians, and contacts have been 
checked. 


The services of Pediatric Clinics and Crippled 
Children’s Clinics have been available for any child 
in the community yO family physician sige 
such service. 


The nurse wishes to thank the Parent Teachers’ 
Association and the Warren Hlealth Committee for 
their cooperation during the past year.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 
CITIZENS OF WARREN: 


It has been a pleasure to be associated with you 
again this year as your superintendent. I submit 
the following report with the assurance that you 
‘will give the most careful and thoughtful consider- 
ation to its content. 


Education in the immediate years ahead will be 
faced with the most critical test in the history of the 
country. In fact it will become a most basic part 
in shaping the history of the Nation from now on. 
‘What education does to and for our boys and girls 
now and in the days ahead it will do to and for our 
country as a whole. What it fails to do will, in . 
the negative sense, forfeit the future of these boys 
and girls and consequently the future of their 
country. 


That statement is just as true for the individual 
town as for the Nation as a whole, as far as the 
town itself, as well as its relative place in the Na- 
tion, is concerned. 


Now to reduce that statement to practical func- 
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tioning terms: Your High School is not now ful- 
filling that responsibility. It has, no doubt, been 
a splendid school in the past; in the days that did 
not demand library, laboratory and vocational fa- 
cilities; in the days when high schools and acad- 
emies were expected to fit youth only for college. 
That need is now at a minimum, as compared with 
the need for health and vocational efficiency with 
which to make the intellectual development of 
youth effective in the dynamics of living, in the 
creative democracy of tomorrow. 


With that situation in mind plus the almost im- 
possible prospect of securing a suitable teaching 
staff, or any at all, for that matter, the State De- 
partment has notified the Superintendent and Com- 
mittee that it is withholding approval of the Class 
A rating for the School as soon as its continuation 
becomes no longer necessary, or even possible. It 
would then become advisable to arrange with a 
neighboring town or towns for the tuition of the 
students. 


However, the most desirable solution which could 
be proposed would be the union of several adjacent 
towns for the construction of an area high school in 
which 300 or more students could share the com- 
mon benefits of a wide variety of opportunities de- 
signed to fit their individual needs. 


This proposal has already been presented by the 
State and National planning boards, with the pro- 
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vision for subsidising approximately three-quarters 
of the cost. The other quarter, distributed pro 
rata among the towns concerned would be relatively 
very small. For the sake of your children and their 
future, I commend this proposal to you, and will 
be glad to go further into details with you at any 
group meeting called for that purpose. 


‘About your elementary schools, your teachers are 
doing excellent work under very serious handicaps. 
I refer chiefly to the two rural buildings at Hinck- 
ley Corner and Malcolm Corner, as examples of 
handicapping conditions. 


Of course, the reorganization of: the ‘grades 
whereby the first and second, only, are taught in 
the Hinckley Corner building, and the third and 
fourth in the other, has immensly relieved the situ- 
ation, but it has fallen far short of curing it. 


I am therefore recommending for your urgent 
consideration the construction of an _ additional 
building, presumably nearby or adjacent to the New 
Building. 


‘In closing this report I want to say that the pro- 
posals which I have made spring from a humble 
earnest and sincere desire to see that the Divine 
Right of your children to equal opportunities in the 
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world of tomorrow is secured and protected. With 
that issue, I am sure no one ean fairly disagree.

Report of Principal of the High School 


To the Superintendent, Members of the School 
Committee and Citizens of Warren: 


As principal of Warren High School, I am pleased 
to submit the following report: 


The entire world is undergoing a period of rap- 
idly changing conditions. No longer is it possible 
to wait for a situation to develop before a prepara- 
tion to combat it is made. This is especially true 
in the field of education. Although the Church, 
the home and the school are the three most import- 
ant agencies in the lives of young people, it is the 
latter which trains them for their future work. The 
boys and girls of today must receive the type of 
education which will fit them best for the problems 
that will be theirs to solve. Their happiness, their 
homes, even their very lives may depend upon 
this ability. To prevent a repetition of the present 
sacrifice of men and dollars, let us multiply our ef- 
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forts to train the pupils in our schools so that they 
may live in a peaceful world. 


Our enrollment in September was sixty-five. This 
number is three more than that of last year. Since 
then two pupils have left school. Again the enter- 
ing class has twenty members. 


The school program has been changed in two 
ways. First, new courses have been added which 
are necessary for those who are going on to col- 
lege or who feel that they may be called to join 
the armed forces. Secondly, because we are carry- 
ing on with only two regular teachers, the periods 
have been shortened in length and increased in 
number. The Activity Period, originally devoted 
to Hobby Groups.and Victory Corps, has been 
dropped temporarily. 


Special emphasis has been placed upon advanced 
mathematics and the _ sciences. Pre-Induction 
courses are taught to the junior and senior boys. 
By careful organization, several courses of study 
may be worked out at no extra expense and with the 
same number of teachers. In this way, each boy 
and girl may select series of studies more nearly 
suited to his or her individual needs and interests. 
A’ foundation for this program, has been laid. 


The Student Council and Press Club are very ac- 
tive. The ‘Tattler’ is published regularly. Plans 
» tor the senior year book are being made. 
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The One Act Plays, originally scheduled for Dec- 
ember, will be held on the eighteenth of February. 
The Minstrel Show, Speaking Contest and Senior 
Play will be presented during the Spring months. 


We have continued the practice of selling War 
Bonds and Stamps each week within the school. 
To date the maturity value of our sales is over | 
two thousand dollars. Prior to December seventh, 
enough stamps and bonds were sold to enable the 
school to sponsor a twelve hundred dollar jeep 
in the national “Jeep Bond Buying Campaign’’. 
Liberal contributions have been extended to other 
funds. 


Our teaching staff changed this year. Miss Ed- 
wards and Mrs. Currier have both been very help- 
ful. Mrs. Currier resigned at the close of the fall 
term to join the faculty of the high school in Lin- 
coln, Maine. Mrs. Perkins has been teaching two 
courses in French and assisting with the outside 
activities of the school.
